Coyle, 32, of Torrence, who 
fell to his death in a rocky 
chute above the Middle Pali¬ 
sade Glacier west of Big 
Pine. Calif. At 13,500 feet, 
the Palisade Glacier is the 
largest surviving sculptor of 
the Sierra fact.

At 7:30 Tuesday morning 
the two Alpine climbers re¬ 
turned. They had with them 
Tom Ross, an employe of the 
Fish and Game at Independ¬ 
ence. Ross, an expert moun¬ 
taineer, was climbing near 
the Sierra Club group and 
had witnessed the accident. 
Minutes later, Undersheriff 
Mike Elerick and Hugh Car¬ 
penter arrived in base-camp 
leading two mules, one car¬ 
rying food for the searchers. 
They had to stop and roll off 
boulders and shovel snow 
from the trail to get the pack 
animals up there. 

Again the members of the 
Search and Rescue Team 
headed for the top of the 
glacier. They had to make 
their way around the rocky 
edge of ice-covered Finger 
Lake. Undersheriff Mike 
Elerick went with them. Un¬ 
der the direction of Tom 
Ross, they reached the vic¬ 
tim at 11:30 a.m.

There are differences, 
however, between furnished 
and unfurnished rental 
units: personal property in 
unfurnished a p a r tments 
does not belong to the land¬ 
lord. 

Hence, his real estate is 
not liable and it is not car¬ 
ried on the secured roll. The 
tenant is directly billed for 
the tax. 

This, as all taxes on the 
unsecured roll, is due on the 
first Monday in March, and 
if unpaid becomes delin¬ 
quent on August 31 (in 1963, 
September 3, because Au¬ 
gust 31 is a Saturday and 
September 2 is Labor Day). 

The furniture in “fur¬ 
nished” apartments belongs 
to the landlord and there¬ 
fore is carried on the se¬ 
cured roll. Its tax becomes 
due and delinquent on the 
same dates as the first in¬ 
stallment of the tax on the 
real estate. 

However, landlord-owner 
furniture is usually subject 
to more and faster wear- 
and-tear than user-owned 
goods. Also, personal effects 
in such apartments do not 
belong to the landlord. 

To allow for these dif¬ 
ferences the state board’s 
guide provides for a 10 per 
cent rebate from the applic¬ 
able bracket. 

Thus, if the value allocat¬ 
ed to a furnished apartment 
as $3,000 and its household 
goods would then, under the 
formula, be assessed at $150 
gross, 10 per cent of this or 
$15 would be rebated. (How¬ 
ever, the $100 exemption 
would not apply as the 
landlord can claim it only 
once, in his own home or 
apartment.) 

The state board’s guide 
does not explain how the 
tenant’s personal effects in 
a furnished apartment shall 
be treated. I expect the as¬ 
sessor would disregard 
them, as they are most like¬ 
ly not valuable enough to 
bother with them.

Business Activity On the Rise, Reports Survey 


Business activity in South¬ 
ern California rose sub¬ 
stantially during the first 
half of 1963, according to a 
survey by Security First Na¬ 
tional. As measured by the 
bank’s index, the level of 
activity in the local econ¬ 
omy averaged 6.7 per cent 
above the same period of 
1962. Pacing the expansion 
of business activity were the 
building and construction 
industry (particularly in the 
field of residential construc¬ 
tion), bank clearings and 
real estate sales. Total em¬ 
ployment also increased rap¬ 
idly. The upward trend re¬ 
flected both the continuing 
rapid population growth and 
the generally favorable out¬ 
look for business as a whole. 
Nearly 200,000 persons were 
added to Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s population during the 
first six months of 1963, rais¬ 
ing the total to an estimated 
11.3 million as of July 1. 

Demand deposits and 
loans of commercial banks 
in the city of Los Angeles 
registered fractional gains 
over the first half of 1962. 

The first half of 1963 was 
marked by mixed trends as 
regards business failures in 
Southern California—a de¬ 
cline 9 per cent in number, 
but a 6 per cent increase 
in dollar volume of total 
liabilities. 

The growth of personal 
income continued to out¬ 


pace the relatively modest 
rise in the cost of living. 
Total personal income in 
California during the first 
quarter of 1963 was up 7.4 
per cent over the like period 
of 1962. Another substantial 
gain was registered in man¬ 
ufacturing payrolls—up 4.8 
per cent in the Los Angeles 
area. On the other hand, the 
latest monthly consumer 
price index figure is only 1.6 
per cent above the year-ago 
level. 

The rise in per capita in¬ 
come and population has 
been further reflected by 
gains in Southern California 
retail sales and department 
store sales, the latter aver¬ 
aging 8.4 per cent above the 
first half of 1962. Taxable 
retail sales during the first 
quarter of 1963 were 8.5 per 
cent above the like 1962 pe¬ 
riod. However, after adjust¬ 
ment for seasonal influ¬ 
ences, the first quarter fig¬ 
ures stood 1.2 per cent be¬ 
low the fourth quarter 1962 
level. 

Total building and con¬ 
struction rose to an all-time 
high in Southern California 
during the first half of 1963. 
Construction volume in 
terms of dollar valuation 
was 12 per cent above the 
comparable period of last 
year. This is especially im¬ 
pressive, in view of the fact 
that 1962 set the previous 
record for building and con¬ 


struction activity. 

Residential building con¬ 
tinued to be the principal 
factor behind the strong 
showing of Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s building and construc¬ 
tion industry. Accounting for 
more than 67 per cent of all 
construction in Southern 
California, residential build¬ 
ing was at a level 32.5 per 
cent above the first half of 
1962. Most of this gain is 
attributable to the higher 
volume of apartment unit 
construction. 

Real estate sales activity, 
as measured by the number 
of deeds filed in Los Ange¬ 
les County, is running 11 per 
cent over last year. The 
monthly average of 21,600 
deeds recorded thus far in 
1963 represents a new rec¬ 
ord, surpassing the previous 
peak level reached in 1955. 
Further evidence of the 
sharp rise in building and 
real estate activity is seen 
in the increased volume of 
real estate loans which av¬ 
eraged 27.7 per cent above 
the corresponding 1962 level.

\ SM Fire Dept. 
i Continues Home 
l Inspection 

' With the coming of the 
* summer months, Fire Mar- 
3 shal Bert Embree announced 
' that the Home Inspection 
Program that is continually 
being carried throughout the 
year will be extended into 
the Canyon area for the next 
few weeks. 

As Embree explained, this 
is the portion of the city 
that borders the mountain¬ 
ous, brush-covered part of 
the city that is most vulner¬ 
able to possible fire. Because 
of the congested situation 
prevalent in this general 
area, it is most important to 
be extra alert to avoid a fire 
starting from carelessness, 
or an undetected hazard. 

In answer to inquiries, 
some of the things that the 
inspector will be looking for 
are bad electrical connec¬ 
tions, faulty or malfunction¬ 
ing stove or fireplace vents, 
dead or dry vegetation ac¬ 
cumulated in the yards, 
dead or dry tree branches 
too close to vent outlets, 
normal habits of occupants 
with regard to barbecues, 
smoking and preparedness 
with the whole family in 
case of fire. 

Generally, this is a service 
from the Fire Department 
acting in a counseling ca¬ 
pacity, indicating to the 
householder any hazards 
that exist on the property, 
and to explain why a con¬ 
dition might be dangerous. 
Occasionally, if a situation 
warrants, a notice of viola¬ 
tion may be issued, indicat- 
! ing the problem, and a 
1 method of correction. The in- 
; inspector will try to impress 
i the importance of abating 
i any possible hazards. 

I Marshall Embree also re¬ 
minds the residents of the 
city of the fire closure now 
in effect in the mountains 
above Sierra Madre and the 
surrounding cities. Reports 
from various agencies state 
that regardless of the rain¬ 
fall during the winter 
months, now that the warm, 
dry winds have fanned 
across the foothills, the 
brush is tinder-dry again. 
We have, in fact, had sev¬ 
eral brush fires in the foot¬ 
hills already this month. 

Fire prevention is every¬ 
body’s business because it 
is good business . . . please 
try to do your part in keep¬ 
ing a major fire from Si¬ 
erra Madre.
